UNCLE FINDS HIS DEAD BODY 


General Opinion is That Young Man 


Had Been Drinking Before 


Last Saloon Closed. 


Rushville, Indiana, Monday 
Evening, 
Sept. 
13, 
1909.

James II. Newkirk, 20 years old, 
was killed by an I. & C. traction car 
a t stop 25, five miles west of this city 
early Sunday morning. 
The young 
man’s lifeless body was found by his 
uncle, W. M. Newkirk, shortly after 
-eight o’clock Sunday morning, lying 
ju st south of itlie track and on the 
west side of the road. 
Although the way in which young 
Newkirk met his death will probably 
never be known, it is supposed that 
lie was sitting on the cattle 
guard 
asleep arid was struck by an 
east 
car which reaches this city at 12:50. 
He had been in the city Saturday 
night and although no one was found 
who believed the young man was in­ 
toxicated it was generally believed 
by those who saw him that he had 
been drinking and like many others 
•eeiebraitdng the closing of the last 
saloon. 
He left this city on the 
12:01 ear Saturday night and got off 
a t stop 25 near the home of his fath­ 
er, Robert Newkirk, who lives on the 
Gowdy farm. This was the last time 
the young man was seen alive. 
Other passengers on the same car 
say that Newkirk slept all the way 
out to the stop and that the conduct­ 
or had to awaken him when the car 
stopped. 
They said, however, that 
he was wide enough awake to tell 
them all good night when he left the 
car. 
Frank Andrews of Arlington, 
who was sitting just behind Newkirk 
says that in his opinion the young 
man was not intoxicated, although he 
thought he might have been drinking1* 
some. 
He said the young man was 
very drowsy. 
It is supposed that Newkirk sat 
down on the cattle guard and went 
back to sleep after he got off the 
west bound car. From the nature of 
his injuries it is thought the young 
man was not sitting on the 
rails. 
His skull was badly crushed and his 
left arm was broken. 
It is thought 
it he car swiped him and this probably 
accounts for the fact that the crew 
on the east-bound car did not know 
they had struck him until told of the 
accident yesterday. 
Charles Brooks 
was the motorman on the car and 
Earl 
Moore 
was 
the 
conductor. 
They say they had a clear track all 
the way through and Brooks is sure 
there was no one on the brack. 
W. M. Newkirk, an uncle of the 
boy, came to this city with him Sat­ 
urday evening, reaching here at 6:44. 
Young Newkirk had been in 
New 
Castle and Indianapolis 
Saturday, 
and was returning to this city. 
He 
gave his uncle a twenty-dollar bill to 
lceep for him, and after reaching this 
city a five dollar bill. 
W. M. New­ 
kirk said the boy appeared to have 
beet! drinking 
then and 
was very 
quiet. 
He said, however, he was not 
drunk. Young Newkirk was employ­ 
ed as flagman and clerk at the Lake 
Erie & Western station in this city 
and had just drawn his month’s sal­ 
ary before leaving Saturday. 
When the uncle arose yesterday 
morning and did not find tile boy at 
home he thought lie had probably 
been arrested for intoxication since 
%e felt reasonably sure that the boy 
had been drinking the night before. 
He spoke to the boy’s father and told 
bim he would go look for Jim. When 
be reached the stop he saw the dead 
body of the boy at the side of the 
road. 
He 
stopped the 8:44 
east 
bound car and with the crew exam­ 


ined the body. 
The crew telephoned 
Will Fra zee claim agent of the I. & C. 
who summoned 
Coroner 
Coleman. 
Mr. Frazee later went to the scene 
of the accident and made an investi­ 
gation. 
The body was carried back to the 
Newkirk home after the coroner had 
made his investigation. 
When the 
mother who had prepared breakfast 
for her son heard that he was dead 
she 
became 
almost 
frantic 
with 
grief. 
The father 
heard 
the sad 
news shortly after the 
body 
was 
found and it was a deep shock to 
him to hear of the death of his boy 
in whom he had placed much confi­ 
dence. 
Besides 
the 
parents 
one 
brother survives. 
One of the first to reach the home 
of the bereaved 
family 
after the 
accident was Captain J. Iv. Gowdy, 
on whose farm the Newkirks live. Ile 
had taken much interest in the young 
man, and was deeply shocked to hear 
of his tragic death. 
The funeral services were held this 
afternoon at two o’clock at the home 
and burial was in Arlington East Hill 
cemetery.

Directors Wish to Take Advantage of 


Law Allowing One Cent 


on $100 


IT WAS BEFORE TH E COUNCIL 


But Was Not Passed— Slight Burden 


on Taxpayers and Much Help 


to Association. 


The Rush county fair association 
iud expected to get an appropriation 
rom the county council but through 
erne misunderstanding the ordinance 
did not go through. 
A taw oh the 
statute books allows the county coun­ 
cil to make an appropriation far the 
fair association and limits it to the 
rate of one cent on the $100: Prac­ 
ia lly all the negiliboring counties 
lave this appropriation but the Rush 
county association has managed to 
squeeze through it so far. 
This limit on the amount that can 
be appropriated would mean that the 
association would receive about $200 
yearly from the county. 
With this 
idditional income the managers be­ 
leve they could easily surpass any 
of the fairs iii the surrounding coun­ 
ties or for that matter in the State. 
The increased taxation would amount 
to little. 
For instance the man who 
ists property at $5000 would have to 
pay just-fifty cents. 
Since the by-laws of the associa­ 
tion provide that no dividends can 
3e paid to the stockholders all the 
surplus -would go toward the im­ 
provement of the grounds or toward 
obtaining better attractions for the 
next year. 
It is understood that a majority of 
the councilmen favored the proposi­ 
tion and that the measure was passed 
on the first and. second reading. Then 
there arose some 
misunderstanding 
as t-o the constitutionality of the law 
and its 
application 
to 
the 
Rush 
county association. County attorney 
Titsworth was sure the law was per­ 
fectly plain on the subject and that 
the county council make the appro­ 
priation without any fear of having 
the transaction questioned from a le­ 
gal standpoint. Some of the council­ 
men were not convinced however and 
an opinion was asked from attorney 
general Bingham. Mr. Bingham cor­ 
roborated Mr. Titsworth and said the 
law was constitutional and could be 
applied here. 
His opinion reached 
here Saturday but n the meantime 
the petition had been withdrawn by 
•the fair association directors. 
When the matter was brought up 
again Saturday the council was not 
in favor of acting on it again and the 
fair association 
directors 
dropped 
the matter. 
Now it is probable that 
the matter will be allowed to rest un­ 
til the annual meeting of the fair 
stockholders in January when it will 
be brought up and it is thought the 
association will pass a petition ask­ 
ing the county council to make the 
appropriation and it is probable that 
the council will be asked to consider 
the matter again after this action.

It’s awfully “dry” in Rushville to­ 
day. In faet, it is dryer than it has 
been in years with the exception of 
legal holidays. 
The poor old pump 
handle has been greeted warmly and 
dryly many times today and it has 
had many strange callers, too. 
The closing of James A. Thomp­ 
son’s saloon, the last in this city, 
marked the end of the presence of 
saloons here and the oldest inhabi­ 
tants can not recall the 
day when 
conditions were like they are now in 
Rushville. The last few hours of the 
life of the saloon were quite but busy 
An almost unheard of thing was 
the record made here Saturday night, 
When the saloon closed the crow-ds 
went to their homes without a single 
arrest being made or the least trou­ 
ble of any 
kind 
being 
reported. 
Trouble had been expected as prac­ 
tically every other city has had its 
woes on the last night. City Marshal 
Price deserves much credit for the 
unusual record. He worked hard and 
showed much good judgment Satur­ 
day night. 
He was in the saloon the greater 
part of the evening and when he saw 
anyone getting the least bit reckless 
or -drunk promptly 
put 
him 
out. 
Those in the saloon soon learned that 
no rowdiness would be tolerated and 
they either behaved themselves or got 
out before they were- put out. 
There 
was little evidence of booze on the 
streets, although the man with the 
long package wrapped in newspaper 
was rather a common sight. 
There was a large crowd in the 
city Saturday night and the saloon 
had all the business it could possibly 
take care of. Mr. Thompson says he 
has had considerable experience in 
the saloon business and has seen sa­ 
loons operating under very prosper­ 
ous circumstances, but never did he 
see anything that resembled the busi­ 
ness his saloon did Saturday. 
The last fifteen minutes of the sa­ 
loon’s life were rather amusing. The 
sidewalk across the street from the 
saloon was crowded with spectators 
who were anxious to see the saloon 
die. 
The curb stone was lined with 
people much as it is when a. circus 
is unloading. 
Buggies and automo­ 
biles stopped in the street and con­ 
siderable interest was shown in the 
event. 
A few minutes before eleven 
a clerk from a store nearby dashed 
out of his place and stormed the sa­ 
loon for his final drink. Another man 


was afraid Jack Crush would not get 
there in time. 
A 
near 
panic was 
caused when 
somebody 
said the 
pump handle was broken. 
And then just as the town clock hit 
the first stroke of eleven 
Marchal 
Price started the throng toward the 
door. The last patrons were orderly 
and left the saloon quietly. 
A few 
seconds after the clock had finished 
striking the doors were bolted and 
the licensed saloon in Rushville had 
died. There was no song service, no 
good wishes were expressed for the 
future, no optimistic 
remarks, 
no 
word of regret--the saloon just died 
and what people thought they kept 
to themselves. 
Mr. Thompson, the proprietor, lins 
not yet decided what he will do. He 
will hold the room for the present at 
least. Since Mr. Thompson has been 
in the saloon business here he has 
made mauy friends and has shown 
himself to be a thorough 
business 
man in every way. Both the friends 
of the saloon and those who are op­ 
posed to it hope that he may see fit 
to engage in some other business and 
remain in Rushville. 


William S. Johnson died suddenly 
at his home in Carthage yesterday 
evening, following several months of 
very jx>or health 
He suffered a se­ 
vere stroke of 
paralysis 
recently 
which is thought to have been the 
cause of his death. He fell back in 
the arms of Lon 
Zohn, 
who 
was 
-pending the day with him. The de­ 
ceased was formely an undertaker, 
jut had retired from the business. 
Ie was over seventy years old. 
Mr. Johnson is survived by one son 
lay Johnson of Detroit, Mich., and 
one daughter, Eva, who conducts a 
millinery store in Carthage, his wife 
caving died several years ago. 
The funeral services will be con­ 
ducted at the 
Friends’ 
church in 
Carthage tomorrow afternoon at two 
o’clock. 
The remains will be buried 
in the church cemetery.

Maud C and Iledgewood Boy to the 
pole in an exhibition mile 
for the 
world’s record for teams. 
George Weeks and Horne Brooks 
have taken their horses to Eaton, O., 
for the races there.

County 
Superintendent 
Orlando 
Randall’s office 
was the 
scene of 
much activity Saturday 
afternoon. 
The drivers of the school hacks in 
each township held a meeting there to 
settle their differences and to argue 
upon some certain length for each 
route. 
Also the principals of the 
schools over the county 
met with 
Superintendent Randall to talk over 
the work of the school year. 
The superintendent called tile hack 
drivers together to talk over the ad­ 
visability of establishing some sort 
of uniform length for their routes. 
It was found that the 
route, which 
seemed to be the most agreeable and 
the one which pleased everyone, was 
one between four and five miles in 
length each way or a total of nine or 
ten miles each day. 
There are only 
two townships in the county which 
have routes that small and there the 
least trouble is found. 
Those are 
in Rushville aud Union'townhips. 
In many 
of the 
townships 
the 
routes are very long and cause not 
only the pupils but also the drivers 
much inconvenience. 
There is only 
one oute in Anderson township and 
here the wagon has to travel twenty- 
eight miles each day. Several of the 
pupils are compelled to ride over ten 
miles each day iii order to get to their 
school. 
In two 
otheri townships 
some of the pupils have to ride about 
ten miles and in Washington town­ 
ship one of the pupils has to travel in 
the wagon 
about ten and one-half 
miles each way. 
The consolidated 
school 
system 
seems to be the best plan 
for the 
township schools and the hack plan 
the most feasible plan of getting the 
pupils to and from school. 
But it 
seems that the trouble lies in the fact 
according to the county superintend­ 
ent, that an effort is made to run the 
hacks on too small amount of money. 
It is thought that a uniform length of 
routes can be established within the 
near future, which will be agreeable 
to all. 
In going to and from the 
school the hack driver has the same 
power over the children as the teach­ 
er arid if they do not submit to his 
jurisdiction, it will be necessary for 
them to find some other way to get to 
school. 
The principals met after the hack 
drivers had adjourned to talk over 
the work for the coming year. They 
discussed the various problems which 
come to them during th school year 
and the best way to meet them. 
It 
was decided to hold the annual field 
day exercises, which were scheduled 
to come off chautauqua week, but 
were postponed, at the fair grounds 
the last Saturda in October, the 31st, 
A new and more elaborate program 
will be arranged and announced later. 
All of the school in the county be­ 
gan this morning, with the exception 
of those at Mays and Arlington. At 
Mays the repairs on the building have 
not been completed and at Arlington 
a teacher has not yet been decided 
on.

The 
letter was w ritten by Dr. N orm an H an­ 
sen, a prom inent Danish phy sician 
who sev eral tim es v isited G reenland 
to stu d y ey e. d iseases, which he has 
m ad e a specialty of. 
Dr. Cook told practically the sam e 
story to one of his closest Am erican 
friend s, ju st a week ago, before Com­ 
m and er 
P eary 
reappeared 
on 
the 
scene, bu t said he d id not intend ' to 
m ak e it pu blic becau se it m ight lead 
to u npleasantness. 
Dr. H ansen was w ith Cook for some 
tim e in G reenland and retu rned with 
him on the Danish gov ernm ent steam ­ 
e r H ans Eged e. 
In his letter k e say s: 
“Now tha t Dr. Cook has gone, I a? 
no longer u nd er any obligation to k eep 
silence, and 1 will ex ercise my right to 
pu blish the story abou t the hou se in 
Annatook , a story which Dr. Cook him ­ 
self had too m u ch d elicacy to relate to 
the w’orld . 
I w rite it accord ing to my 
m emory , in the sam e m anner tha t Dr. 
Cook in Bged esmirx le told it to me, 
and I am fu lly conv inced tha t in no 
d etails are my recollections wrong. 
“Dr. Cook had bu ilt his hou se for 
stores in Annatook , north of Etah, and

Com m and er R obert E. Peary , install 
my boatsw ain in this d eserted hou se.’

cou ld neither read nor w rite, ex hibited 
to Dr. Cook and the latter took a copy 
of this wond erfu l 
d ocu m ent. 
This 
copy , howev er, he d oes not intend to 
pu blish if P eary ’s cou rse d oes not 
force him to d o so. Dr. Cook gav e me 
a liv ely accou nt of how the y ou ng m il­ 
lionaire, 
Mr. 
W hitney , 
d u ring 
the 
whete w inter was treated lik e a d og 
by the giant boatsw ain and how he 
had calmly w itnessed the sailor b ar­ 
tering Dr. Cook ’s prov isions for fox 
and hear sk ins for him self. 
Dr. Cook 
also had to pu t a good face on the u n­ 
pleasant situ ation. 
He had to beg to 
get into his own hou se and had to 
m ak e a com prom ise with the boats­ 
w ain with strong fists. 
“Dr. Cook m ad e a present of the 
hou se with all its contents to his two 
faithfu l Esk im os, with the prov ision 
that W hitney was to hav e the u se of 
the hou se as long as his hu nting trip 
lasted , bu t he was com pelled to let 
the Newfou nd land boatsw ain continu e 
his watch. 
The boatsw ain, howev er, 
receiv ed strict ord ers not to ex change 
any m ore of the prov isions or gu ns. 
To Mr. W hitney Dr. Cook gav e his in­ 
stru m ents and his observ ations, as he 
thou ght these preciou s things w ere 
safer there than on the long sled ge 
trip in the spring across Melv ille bay , 
bu t all his note book s and greasy and 
soiled record book s which hav e been 
so closely w ritten u pon, he k ept and 
carried with him .”

HE FOUGHT AFRICAN PIRATES 


Admiral Dewey Had W arm Friendship 
and Admiration For Gallant English 
Sea Dog Who W as Prominent at M a ­ 
nila and During the Great Box er Re­ 
v olt In China. 


The choice of Sir E. Hobart Sey mour 
to command Great Britain’s fleet of 
warship s at the Hudson-Fulton cele­ 
bration in New York has aroused fa­ 
v orable comment on both sides of the 
Atlantic. 
Ev er since Admiral Sey mour stood 
so nobly at Dewey ’s back at Manila 
Americans hav e had an ex cep tionally 
warm p lace in their hearts for him. 
Later when he commanded the allied 
forces in a gallant but unsuccessful 
attemp t to reliev e Peking in 19 00 he 
again endeared himself to all who 
read the rep orts concerning the ex p e­ 
dition. | 
At the time of the Box er up rising, 
when Sey mour and his men were lost 
to sight in the country between Tien­ 
tsin and Pekin, the London Mail p rint­ 
ed the following ex tract from Admiral 
Dewey ’s Chicago sp eech of May 1, 
19 00: 
“My dear old friend. Sir Edward 
Sey mour, is more than 
brother to 
me. 
I will remember his friendship 
to the end. 
Ip Manilh bay when I 
was in a most try ing p osition this 
English commander stood loy ally at

my back. 
If it had not been for his 
moral sup p ort I cannot say what 
might hav e hap p ened.” 


At that time Admiral Sey mour was 
in command of the China station. 
He ! 
was already au old friend of Admiral j 
Dewey , and. though uot at Manila 
during hostilities, it was undoubtedly ; 
because of his general orders that the , 
English ship s backed Dewey so well. 
After the battle of Manila, in which 
Dewey wip ed out the Sp anish fleet, 
the Germans mobilized at Manila a 
stronger fleet than that under the 
American commander’s command, and 
it was then that Sey mour’s friendship 
w as esp ecially v aluable. Their officers 
and men disp lay ed sy mp athy for the 
Sp aniards and showed disregard for 
the blockade established. Serious fric­ 
tion, which might hav e led to op en 
rup ture, followed. 
Ou oue occasion, j 
wheu Dewey learned that a cruiser ! 
from the Germans had landed p rov i­ 
sions at Manila, the American admiral 
sent his flag lieutenant to Rear Ad- j 
miral v on Dtederich to inform him of 
this “ex traordinary disregard of the 
usual courtesies of nav al intercourse’’ 
and to say that “if he wants a fight 
he can hav e it right now.’’ 
This notification was followed by a 
disav owal of the action of the cruiser. 
When the joint army and nav y op er­ 
ations agaip st Manila began on Aug. 
13, 189 8. the German and French men- 
of-war occup ied a p osition northwest 
of the city , from which they command­ 
ed the American station. The English 
and Jap anese lay off Cav ite near the 
Americans. 
Am erica ns Fea red Germa ns. 
The Americans feared that the Ger­ 
mans might fire on them during the 
bombardment of the city . 
This fear 
was quieted w'hen Cap tain Chichester, 
senior British nav al officer, p laced his 
ship s between the German admiral and 
Dewey . 
Cap tain Chichester undoubt­ 
edly acted under general instructions 
from Admiral Sey mour. 
Later Cap ­ 
tain Chichester, in telling of his rela­ 
tions with Admiral v on Diederichs. 
said: 
“When the German admiral sent me 
word that he was coming aboard my 
ship to get me to join in a p rotest 
against Dewey ’s action I looked up in­ 
ternational law and sp read the books 
out on my cabin table with the p ages 
op en and marked, all in a row. and 
when he came I said: ‘What can I do? 
This American admiral Is so deadly 
right in all he has done and all he 
p rop oses to do that if we p rotest we 
will merely show that we do not un­ 
understand law.’ Of course there was 
nothing to be done, and 1 did It.” 
It may be said that during the en­ 
tire war with Sp ain Admiral Sey mour 
and the men under him acted as sec­ 
onds for Dewey and his sailors. They 
offered moral aid when Germany and 
France were making things a trifle un­ 
comfortable for the Americans. 
In Tientsin in June, 19 00, when the 
Box ers had closed in on Pekin, Admi­ 
ral Sey mour, then in full command of 
the British Asiatic fleet, was by agree­ 
ment made leader of the British. 
American, Jap anese. Austrian. Rus­ 
sian. 
Italian, German 
and 
French 
sailors and marines who sought to 
raise the siege of the cap ital city . 
There were 2.066 officers and men 
in all. 
Meda l Fo r Hero ic Deed. 
On the right breast of Admiral Sey ­ 
mour is p inned, among o thers, a meda l 
receiv ed when as a y oung nav al officer 


Ue p lunged into a shark infested sea 
at night in order to sav e a sailor from 
drowning. 
Admiral Sey mour was boru in 1.84 
and entered the uav y when twelv e 
y ears old. 
From the time of the Cri­ 
mean war in 1854 until the Egy p tian 
war of 1882 his life was one of con­ 
tinual 
fighting. 
He 
was fourteen 
y ears old and a midship man on the 
Furious at the bombardment of Odes­ 
sa. 
He was p resent also at the bom­ 
bardment of Sebastop ol, oue of the 
worst battles of the kind In modern 
history . 
Later he was commander of the 
Growler and op erated for sev eral y ears 
against p irates on the eastern coast of 
Africa and on the Kongo riv er. 
He 
was wounded sev erely in the leg dur­ 
ing this later p eriod. 
In the Egy p tian war of 1882 Admiral 
Sey mour commanded the Iris and the 
Inflex ible. 
He was a cap tain at that 
time. 
In October. 19 05. Admiral Sey ­ 
mour v isited Boston on board the Iv er- 
nia. 
He was the nav al officer of the 
highest rank that had as y et v isited 
America, and his command ov er the 
American sailors in China gav e him a 
unique p osition in the ey es of Ameri­ 
cans. 
There are few instances when the 
flag of an admiral of the fleet has been 
flown at sea. and when coup led with 
the fact that Admiral Sey mour, who 
will come here on the Inflex ible, was 
one of the two recip ients of the Order 
of Merit w’hen it was first established 
it will show the keen interest which 
England has in the coming celebration.

In the daily p ress there has recently 
ap p eared a little item of news whose 
full significance the American p ublic 
does not realize. 
Instead of sending 
warship s to p articip ate in the Hudson- 
Fulton celebration, the emp eror of 
Jap an has indicated his desire to con­ 
v ey to the New York authorities a gift 
of 300 cherry trees, oue for each y ear 
the Hudson has been known to the 
world, to be p lanted on both sides of 
Riv erside driv e, New’ York, or in any 
other sp ot the officials may determine. 
The ordinary reader will simp ly be 
struck with this intelligence gs a v ery 
nice thing for the emp eror to do, and 
p eop le w’ho do not believ e much in mil­ 
itary and nav al disp lay wdll p erhap s 
say in their hearts that the emp eror 
has chosen the better way to indicate 
his felicitation. 
But only a v ery few 
will know that, from the Jap anese 
standp oint, much more is intended. 
The cherry blossom is not only the 
greatly belov ed flow’er of the Jap anese 
p eop le, sharing a p lace in their affec­ 
tion with the chry santhemum, the na­ 
tional flower of the emp ire, but Is a 
sy mbol of the v ery soul of the man­ 
hood of Jap an. 
That is why it has 
been celebrated in song; that is why 
the p eop le flock to the cherry gardens 
In crowds. In order that while gazing 
up on the outward beauty their souls 
may be bap tized afresh with a bap ­ 
tism of the real Jap anese sp irit. 
There is nothing in the American life 
to illustrate just what the cherry 
means to the Jap anese p eop le. Ba t if 
we had some sy mbol of nature tha t 


would embody all that Ply mouth rock, 
all that the Declaration of lndep end 
ence, all that the emancip ation p roc­ 
lamation means of liberty , p atriotism, 
union, and then if our p resident should 
select 300 of the choicest sp ecimens of 
this emblem and officially send them 
as rep resenting the felicitations of the 
American p eop le to a friendly p ower 
at the time of some imp ortant celebra­ 
tion they would surely be considered 
to carry a message of good will.
